Which,, .jif they attain nor 
the deſired ſucceſs, in .moſt ra- 
ging pains Nrcoticks may be 
uſed, ſuch as Philon. Rom. Re- 
quies, and others in due quan- 
tity and- ſeaſon, 

\ Deplorable alſo, and a fre- 
quent ' concomitant herein, is 
that 
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that ſad Exigence, difficulty of 
Urine, or its rotal ſuppreſſion, 
For ' which, principally expedi- 
ent are Liniments externally 
uſed, (and ſometimes, but with 
caution, internal Dzuretics-) 
Fomentations alſo and Cata- 
plaſms, And if the Urine be 
ſuppreſſed by a ſtone fallen to 
the neck of the bladder, Supine 
decumbitnre is uſeful, with the 
feet raiſed, the body ſhaken to 
remove 1t away. 

Or elſe it is to be put back with 
a Catheter put up into the cavi- 
ty of the bladder.

If Plethory and heat of blood 
be offenſive , it is convenient 
that a Vein be opened. 

Thar Cupping-glaſſes applied 
ro the loins, have removed 
ſtones from the kidneys into 
the bladder, ir has many times 
been experimented. Bur 
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But when the ſtone in the 
bladder is greater than can by 
any art be forced away, there 
being no Medicine in Nature of 
Virrue to diſlolye it, rhe cxtre- 
mity of the Diſeaſe requires 
the laſt and moſt dangerous 
Remedy, which is ExſeiFon. 
- * Andof this, divers Ages and 

Artiſts have ſtill uſed divers and 
peculiar methods ; of the chief 
whercof we ſhall here give ſome 
- ACCONNt. 

The Lithotomiſt making n+ 
dition of his middle-finger of 
the left-hand into the body, 
with the right he depreſſes the 
lower part of the — 1098 that 
the ſtone may the better fall to 
the neck of the bladder.

Blood, by reaſon of the multi- 
rude of veins there mecting to-

Another merhod is this ; 

Univerſal preparation pre- 
cceding, he conveys a Catheter 
which is concave and open on 
the one ſide into the bladder

thereof being covered, he makes

then draws the Dzrectdy forth, 
and with his fingers pur up as

a Srone, (lo "arge, that it was 
not poſlible ro be taken forth 
without ſectzon of the membra- 
nous. lubſtance of the bladder, 
or its Sphincter) much like to 
an Hens-egg «n bigneſs, which 
"could not by any art be brought 
down to the neck of the blad- 
der. Moved at length by the 
upbraids of the Parents, and 

cir extremely urgent impor- 
tunity, he made 71cr7/40n im the 
groin, and on the upper-parr of 
the Os pubis, in manner of the 
Ceſarean Section,curting through 
the bottom of the bladder, and 
fo took torth the ſtone. Which 
manner he adviſes that no per- 
ſon undertake, who regards 
tis Conſcience or Reputation, 
though this child after much 
weakneſs did recover. For the 


wounds of the bladder are _— 
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ral, for the moſt part, as moſt 
rightly ſays the Prince of Phy- 
fitians. | 

And thus when a great ſtone 
obſtruts rhe pallage of, the 
Urine, which renders the caſe 
of the perſon deſperate, when, it 
cafinot be removed, much weak-+ 
neſs alſo. attending, an - 21c:/tors 
made -in the Urethra . to let 
forth the UVr:ne is equally and 
withour diſpute dangerous. For 
notwithſtanding , that through 
this paſlage ſomerimes the 
Urine may paſs away, yet With- 
al this unhappineſs enſues, that 
when they ttand upright, or 
walk, the ſtone falls again ro 
the Vrethra miſerably torturing 
as betore. 

+ In this great exigence there- 
fore and extremity,. when the 
None is of ſo great mugnitude 
that. it'.cannot be tiken away 
181 with- 
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without ſuch znc7/ion as will oc- 
caſion moſt certain danger of 
death. Let the Patzent be 
hereby adviſed not ro abbre- 


viate his life through impa- 


tience in this or any other man- 
ner, but with Fortztude and Con- 
flancy becoming his Chriſtzans- 
ty, expect deliverance from the 
Supreme Phy/itzan , who only 
by his Almighty Power can ſer 
limits and a period tall milcry. 

A better manner is by the 
uſe of an Inſtrument, which 
that Excellent Artiſt Fabritimus 
Fildanus has invented ; which 
being pur into the neck of the 
bladder, may be opened ; and 
i#Fmuch like ro the i1ftrument 
which they call Speculum Ma 
tricis, Having made #nc:/10n, 
he puts this Intirument into the 
wound, then he opens it, and 
with the ſame he dlates rhe 
wound ;

wound ;- having opened it, he 
therewith takes, hold. on the 
ſtone, and takes'it forth. In the 
Female Sex with much leſs dif- 
ficulry, without zncz/z0x or much 
 hemarhage this operation may 
be performed. For the orzfice 
of the bladder eaſily appearing, 
it is ſufficient that a Catheter 
be inſerted, and therewith this 
Inſtrument, with which the neck 
of the bladder being dilated, 
-with the Forceps the ſtone may 
be taken forth. Yet ſometimes 
herein the largeneſs of the ſtone 
cauſes a neceſſity that a ſmall 
inciſion be made in the. orifice 
| of the bladder; which with 
gyrus caution is 'to be page 
ormed, leſt the SphintFer, as 
moſt eaſily it may, be injured ; 
from whence, and too much 4- 
tatation alſo, and exten/1on, it is 
known that various inconvyent- 
encics may follow. An- 
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_ Another; manner there is of 
later invention, which has very 
much. bertered and improved 
this of Hildanus, and is called 
the Collotzan Sefton, from Mon- 
ſieur Co/lot the excellent Ztho- 
tomiſt of Paris, who from his 
Great Grandfather was deſcen- 
ded from a continued Serzes of 
Lithotomiſts, and deceaſed not 
many months ſince, to the great 
loſs of rhe diſeaſed, thoſe with 
the Stone eſpecially. And this 
manner excels that of Hzlda- 
##us and others which lately 
have been 'much in uſe, in re- 
ſpe& of the ſafety, caſicrneſs, 
and expedition of the perfor- 
mance. 

It being done upon a Catheter 
made ſulcate, and bending, ac- 
cording to the form and dimen-
